To this 
end Avukah will discuss and take 
action (where action can be effec- 
tive) not only on specifically Jew- 
ish issues but also on matters of 
broader significance.

Though 
Mussolini has stated "Fascism is not 
an export commodity," Avukah 
recognizes that the social and •econ- 
omic conditions which brought dic- 
tatorship, fear, want, brutality, ag- 
gression, and anti-scmitism to 
Europe under the banner of fascism 
exits in embryonic form in the New 
World. Hence Avukah will cooper- 
ate with other progressive, anti- 
fascist groups to fight for a society 
of which the keynotes are equality, 
security, and freedom.

War Effort 
Figures Show 
Big Increase 



ilitary Awards 
Given to Many 
Former Students 

McGill's war effort is far 
greater than previous figures 
published in The Daily indicate, 
according to a release issued by 
R. C. Fcthcrstonhaugh, of the 
War Records branch of the Mc- 
Gill Graduates Society. In his 
press statement, he disclosed 
that many changes had occurred 
in the number of enlistments and 
the honors and awards received 
by former students of the Uni- 
versity. • 

The number of men and wo- 
men on Active Sen-ice or en- 
gaged in wartime duties now to- 
tals 4,781, the report said. The 
roll of McGill's killed and miss- 
ing has reached a total of 134, 
and the total of the prisoners of 
war now stands at 28. The number 
of honors and awards received by 
McGill grads or former students 
now totals 80. 60 of these having 
gone to military personcl, while 20 
civilians have received recognition 
for their invaluable services to the 
cause of the United Nations. 

Capt Albert Krukowski of the 
Medical Corps, United Slates Army, 
who was believed to be missing in 
previous reports has already been 
accounted for and is serving with 
the rank of Lieutenant-colonel in 
the United States Army. Another 
alteration in the war records point- 
ed out by Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, was 
the fact that Maj. Eugene Coler who 
holds the D.F.C. (British), is now 
a lieutenant-colonel serving In the 
Medical Branch of the United States 
Army Air Corps.

'Ravenscrag' Houses 

Psychiatry Institute 

Generous Grants Enable 
Research, Teaching

"There is an ever-broadening field of work in the realm of 
human behavior, not because more people are becoming nervously; 
upset, but because -there is an increasing recognition of the exist- 
ence of mental diseases. Many things which used to be taken as 
inevitable are now taken as things which can be corrcstcd," stated 

Dr. Cameron, Director of the 
Allan Memorial Institute of 
Psychiatry, during a recent in- 
terview. 

This Institute has been found- 
ed recently by the Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital in collaboration 
with ■ McGill University, the 
Verdun Protestant Hospital, and 
Montreal General Hospital. It 
is dedicated to research and 
treatment of mental diseases, 
especially those which affect the 
general well-being of an other- 
wise healthy patient. 

As the British Medical Jour- 
nal states the problem: "Investi- 
gation has been made of 281 
patients selected for psychiatric 
treatment in a general hospital 
during a year. After an aver- 
age period of six weeks over 
three-quarters were able to re- 
turn to work, the usual illness 
having been greatly shortened 
and chronicity avoided in many 
cases. Clinical recovery and 
improvement on discharge of 82 
per cent was maintained on fol- 
lowing up the case, with a loss 
of five per cent relapse." 

Sir Montagu and Lady Allan 
dedicated their home to the fur- 
thering of the cause. "Ravenscrag", 
as their luxurious home was so 
picturesquely named, consists of 34 
bedrooms, magnificent drawing 
rooms, a ballroom, billiard room, 
and conservatory. This is now 
being transformed into a fifty bed 
hospital, under the name of "Allan 
Memorial Institute of Psychiatry." 

The Rockefeller Institute has con- 
tributed $150,000 to be spread over 
a period of five years for the teach, 
ing and research aspects of the Al- 
lan Institute. The project was for- 
warded in Quebec by the late Sir 
Edward Beatty, and tho Provincial 
Government has granted $30,000 per 
annum for the next twenty years 
with several generous citizens of 
Montreal also assisting. 

As an Integral part of the Uni- 
versity of McGill Medical Faculty, 
the Institute becomes the founda- 
tion for the first research school in 
psychiatry in Canada, the research 
and teaching being made possible 
by the Rockefeller grant. In this 
aspect, it is a great advancement 
for the already well-known McGill 
Medical School. 

Psychiatry Is a rapidly advancing 
science. Through this new aspect 
of the underlying causes of human 
illness, years of Invalidism and un- 
necessary sickness are being elim- 
inated. One of the famous Mayo 
brothers estimated that over half 
of the patients in general hospitals 
aro there because of some under- 
lying mental trouble. Psychiatry 
has already been proven in Great 
Britain, and to a lesser extent In 
the United States. It Is indeed a 
credit to Montreal that Canada Is 
now recognising the usefulness of 
this profession by the foundation 
of this new Institute.

There has been considerable discussion 
and criticism in past years as to the editor^ 
ial policy of the Daily. Before the session 
is any further advanced we will endeavor 
to clarify the issues which seem to have 
troubled the campus for the last few years. 

The first consideration is the editorial 
column which, according to the masthead, 
does not express "the official opinions of 
the Students' Society," but those of the 
Managing Board of the McGill Daily. In 
reality, any member of the Daily staff is 
free to express his opinions in the column, 
and they are asked to contribute from time 
to time throughout the session, on subjects 
which arc of particular interest to them. In 
this manner, the Managing Board en- 
deavors to express to the student body the 
views of a cross-section of the student 
body, not those of a clique There will also 
be editorials solicited from outside The 
Daily, which will deal with matters which 
■ arc of interest to the students, and which 
will be .written by persons whom the Man- 
aging Board considers expert in their line, 
.These editorials will be of an informative 
or instructive type, and they will be passed 
by the Managing Board, who will be fully 
responsible for them. 

The duty and privilege of interpreting 
news of campus interest, of persuading 
and advising the student body will be as- 
sumed in toto by the Managing Board. 
Opinions will be expressed, and definite 
stands will be taken on all matters which 
warrant editorial comment. 

Politics will not be discussed if it has 
no direct bearing on campus life. This will 
seem ridiculous to some, but it has been 
Daily policy for decades, and there is 
sound common sense behind it. In the first 
place, we do not consider ourselves politi- 
cal experts; we do not receive first hand 
information on matters political for we 
have no Ottawa or Quebec correspondents; 
we are not members of any of the world- 
wide news syndicates; we are limited in 
our scope to the college campus by the 
.very nature of this newspaper. In the 
second place, McGill is a private institu- 
tion. Wo are not dependent upon the 
government for our existence; and for this 
reason, the actions of the government can 
be of little concern to the student as such. 
Hence, we will not discuss politics. 

We feel that it would be unfair for the 
Managing Board to do all the ranting, so 
the reader is given a chance to express his 
opinion on anything in the Letter Forum. 
If a letter is type-written, signed, and writ- 
ten in coherent English, it will be printed. 
If it is in criticism of The Daily, so much 
the better. We cannot hope to improve if 
the campus is indifferent to the journalistic 
qualities of its newspaper and the opinions 
of its editors. 

Those undergraduates who wish to ex- 
press their views on local, national, or in- 
ternational politics are free to use the Poli- 
' tical Commont column. This was inaugu- 
rated to cover those fields which we do not 
consider our responsibility, and in which 
we do not consider ourselves competent to 
editorialize. Articles in this field must also 
be signed. 

- If a person desires anonymity in either 
of these two columns, it will be observed, 
but the name of such a person will be sup- 



plied to anyone who desires to know it. We 
have taken this step to insure that thero 
is a minimum of sensationalism in our 
columns, with the writer guarded by com- 
plete anonymity; while, if for personal 
reasons, a name is withheld, the writer may 
still bo at liberty to express himself. 

We do not attempt to obtain on-the- 
spot news coverage. Our staff is much too 
small for that. We do, however, endeavor 
to get the important news into print ac- 
curately, and as thoroughly as possible. 
We would greatly appreciate full coopera- 
tion from those organizations who consider 
their doings noteworthy, not'only to the 
students, but to other campi, to the grad- 
uates, and to the parents of the under- 
graduates.

A Delicate Question 
Some days ago, a Canadian correspondent 
in Italy interviewed Prince Umberto, crown- 
prince of (Italian) House of Savoy. In answer 
to one question, he had great praise for Cana- 
dian troops in action. A second query asked 
whether or not, the Italian royal family had 
been in. favour of the alliance with Germany 
In 1037. The reply: "I cannot answer such a 
delicate question— for obvious reasons. 

Why the delicacy of this question and what 
are the obvious reasons? simply this:— Victor 
Emmanuel III and his coterie are still not sure 
who will emerge the "victor" from the present 
struggle— tho Allies or the Axis— and very 
smartly, they think, they have decided to sit on 
the fence. Yet Allied Military Governments 
(formerly AMGGT) still insist on accepting 
him as ruler of Italy and plugging him before 
the Italian people on the theory that he Is the 
only man available who can command the al- 
legiance of the Italian people. 

The fallaciousness of this reasoning is very 
easy to express. Suppose Victor Emmanuel 
becomes certain that the Allies are definitely 
gaining the upper hand then he will announce 
that he never favoured the ill-fated Axis with 
Germany. If that is so, however, and if he 
commands the allegiance of the people of Italy, 
why then were the Italian people so eager and 
ready to pick the plums from prostrate, bleed- 
ing France in 1040? 

Conversely, if the Savoy family feels con- 
vinced that the Axis is on the upgrade for 
good, then we may expect King Victor to de- 
clare that he always favoured linking up his 
country with the "heroic German peoples" or 
what have you. In that case, the eagerness of 
the Italian people to get out of this war docs 
not bespeak much for their loyally to their 
Uttle King. 

Either way, Victor Emmanuel seems pretty 
washed up. The same may b; said for Bado- 
glio so ably characterized by Count Carlo 
Sfcrza, former Italian foreign minister, and 
well-known democrat, as "Fascism without 
Mussolini." It would seem, then, that A.M.G. 
Is Intent on appeasing the forces of reaction in 
Italy in an attempt to prevent any upsurge of

Tendencies 

El ano 1849 es un ano important- 
lslmo en la hlstorla y el desarrollo 
de la novela en Espana; porque este 
marca la publlcacion de "La Ga- 
vlota" por Fcrnan Caballero, la 
novela que senalo la entrada del 
reallsmo, asl como, en cfecto, «1 
punto de partlda del rcnaclmlento 
de la novela en Espana. En la época 
romanUca Espana habla dado pre- 
ference al drama sobre todas las 
otras formas literarias; y en la pri- 
mera mitad del siglo XIX la obra 
novelesca se compuso de novelas 
aventureras de poco valor artistlco,

Es el punto que senala la 
entrada de la novela espanola en 
su proplo cauce. El senor Fltzmaur- 
ice Kelly, crltlco célèbre, ha ob- 
servado que las caractcristicas del 
mejor arte espanol son la fuerza y 
la verdad. Y si la novela en 1850 
ya no habla alcanzado cl punto de 
fuerza que Iba a adquirlr mas tarde 
con Ibanez, a lo mcnos no cabe 
duda de que ya eran évidentes la 
scncilla rcalidad y la verdad cotl- 
diana.

A 
Fernan Caballero le slgulo una 
larca série de reglonallslas, entre 
cllos Valera, Pereda, Valdés, Emlllo 
Pardo Bazan, Baroja e Ibanez, cado 
uno cscrlbicndo sobre su region 
particular y favorite, su "patrie 
chien." No se debe imaglnar que la 
novela rcglonalista slrvlo para con- 
trarrestar el crcclmlento del na- 
cionalismo; al contrario, ayudo a 
fundar la novela nacional, porque 
el regionallsmo tuvo sus ralces en 
la Inspiraclon espanola y no ex- 
tradera; por consiguiente la nota 
nacional predomlnaba.

a popular People's Movement similar to that 
which Mussolini broke In 1922. Our loaders 
arc forgetting like the three little monkeys 
with their hands over eyes, cars, and mouth

Ethiopia after its ill-equipped army had b:cn 
decimated by bombs which "budded like 
roses", to quote Bruno Mussolini, who met a 
just and terrible avenging death in the skies 
over Spain. 

As Count Sforza so aptly puts it:— "The Al- 
lies are fighting two wars: one against revolu- 
tion and one for unconditional surrender. They 
do not seem to realize that the fight against 
the one may hinder the fight for the other." 

Perhaps, if we look into the personality of 
the top men of A-M.G. we may get some inkling 
of what's behind it all. One of the most im- 
portant British officials in A.M.G. is Lord Rcn- 
ncl of Rodd. known for many years as a great 
friend of Italian Fascism and foe of collective 
security.

United Nations to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of European Jews, and sub- 
mits that the relief of Jews from 
fascist persecution and murder is 
intimately tied up with building a 
Jewish non-minority centre in Pal- 
estine, capable of absorbing large 
masses of Jewish refugees. Accord- 
ingly Avukah stands for maximum 
assistance to facilitate migration of 
persecuted Jewry to Palestine; and 
Avukah opposes all elements which 
work against this. 

On Saturday night, along with 
dancing and other forms of enter- 
tainment the président, Myer Mcn- 
dclson, will speak for and about 
Avukah— giving a comprehensive 
outline of Avukah's objectives, 
methods of procedure, and program 
for action. At the same time all 
newcomers will be able to meet the 
executive personnel of the club, and 
through these media, will sec what 
the organization has to offer. 

The executive has planned a full 
evening, so that all attending are 
asked to be punctual— 8.15 p.m. To 
defray part of the expenses, a small 
admission fee will be charged.

nccomtnodntcd in Moysc Hall. 

On the importance of world trade 
after the war, Dr. James declared 
that the Ideals of the Atlantic Char- 
ter envisage much greater world 
trade after the war than before 
1939. If these ideals were to, be 
achieved a great deal of effort was 
necessary in the solution of prac- 
tical problems. 

The first problem involved the 
immense Industrial expansion 
which always occurs in a war. Can- 
ada. Dr. James said, has achieved 
a phenomenal expansion of indus- 
try since the war began and can 
now produce many things which 
were not produced here in 1939. 



"We have," Dr. James explained, 
expanded the very same industries 
which have been extended in the 
United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, Germany and many other coun- 
tries so that at the end of the war 
there will be a tremendous surplus 
of industrial f capacity in certain 
types of industries. 

High Tariffs a Danger 

"Wc shall have a serious crisis if 
every country tries to preserve all 
its industry by high tariffs." Indus- 
trial conversion here, the famous 
economist stated, must be studied 
against the background of industrial 
conversions in other countries, with 
special attention to comparative 
costs and geographical specializa- 
tion. 

"That point is particularly Im- 
portant because Canada has since 
the war expanded its agricultural 
production, notably in such items 
as bocon, eggs and certain other 
products. We cannot attain pros- 
perity after this war without sub- 
stantial foreign markets for Cana- 
dian agricultural production and 
we cannot expect to sell surplus 
agricultural products if wc Insist in 
making all the Industrial products 
which we formerly Imported." 

' Bright Spot Noted 
Dr. James stated thot there was 
one bright aspect to the situation 
in that it was probable that a 
strong sellers' market In all types 
of goods would exist for 24 to 30 
months after the war. This, he said, 
would aid in the immediate prob- 
lem of large industrial production 
but would not contribute to long- 
term solutions of existing problems. 
It was, he said, in the nature of 
economic first aid. 

The first step In the solution of 
long range problems, was the crea- 
tion of an international monetary 
system along the lines of the dis- 
cussions now going on In Canada, 
United States and Great Britain. 
The Canadian part of this study is 
particularly worthy of attention, he 
said. 

The most significant thing about 
the proposals put forward, he said, 
was not the minor difference but 
the acceptance of the necessity for 
some such system. The system in- 
stituted, and controlled by majority 
vote, must have control, he said, 
over all foreign exchange parities 
and its operations must make the 
favorable foreign exchange balances 
of the more prosperous nations 
available to the less favorable, so as 
to permit effective economic transi- 
tion.
